"PLUG" TOBACCO. 


An Old Farmer'* Story of How the 


Name Originated. 


In the jury room at the courthouse a 


few days ago an old time farmer said 
IIH he took a chew of tobacco: 


"All 
tho difference In the world In 


tobacco. 
I've tried twenty different 


kinds, and none IH as good an that wi: 
used to make ourselves down on the 
farm. 
We would take a maple log 


while 'twfls green and bore a dozen 
holes In it with a two Inch auger. 
They were «ur molds. We selected our 
choicest tobacco and soaked It for a 
•week or more In wild honey. 
Then 


we'd take the leaf to t!io ion, got ;i 
good hickory tamping stick and go to 
work. 


"A little ball of the honey soaked to- 


bacco would be put In the auger hole 
and tamped In with the stick and a 
hammer. We'd pound It In solid. Bull 
after bail would be rammed In and 
pounded until the whole became a sol- 
id plug. 
When the hole was nearly 


full, we would pound in the plug, and 
then the log would be put away to sen- 
son. As the wood dried the moisture 
would be drawn 
fij/>m the tbbncco. 


And when It was split the sweetest 
tobacco ever made was taken from It. 
We called It 'plug' tobacco, and that's 
where the name originated."—Kansas 
City Star.

hence the necessity of a dally tub to 
wash this stuff away, otherwise It clogs 
the sweat glands and prevents their 
proper working. 


SUNSTROKE.

Should 


Called Heat Apoplexy. 


What Is called "sunstroke," the ef- 


fect of great heat, should be "heat 
apoplexy." 
The misnomer leads the 


multitude to suppose that death from 
It Is caused through being struck 
down by exposure to a special ma- 
levolency of the sun's rays. This Is 
not so, for patients are with equal fre- 
quency found in houses and barracks 
and tents and at night as well as day 
and, whether In sun or shade, are gen- 
erally those whose health Is debilitated 
by dissipation, disease and overfatigue, 
and the evidences from all parts of 
tho world show that exposure to In- 
tcnso sun rays is less to be feared !n 
dry countries than In countries where 
the temperature Is much lower, but 
the 'atmosphere la moist, anil perspira- 
tion Is consequently retarded. 


People suffer more from a tempera- 


ture of 87 degrees F. at Brussels than 
at 122 degrees P. at Cairo, owing to 
the moist air of the first and the ex- 
treme dryness of the air in the latter 
city. 


The Inhabitants of the eastern coasts 


of the United States hear with amaze- 
ment of temperatures from 118 to 128 
degrees P. being tolerated in the dry 
regions of Arizona and South Colorado 
without harm and that the ordinary 
avocations of farm and factory are 
pursued without Inconvenience. This 
la due to the cooling effect of rapid 
evaporation from the surface of tho 
body, and hence the sun's malignancy 
Is unknown.—-London Mail.
